He said as a kneejerk response he almost 
clicked the link, but instead went to his 
Chase app, accessed it with no problem, 
and saw there were no alerts. 

“Wheww. Really sophisticated scam 
attempt,” he said. 

Thanks for sharing. If we can get people 
to pause, like you did, they could remember 
all the stories we’ve had in our paper on 
scams that were trying to rob our local 
residents.

The Belleville National Strawberry 
Festival committee met last week and 
decided not to have a festival this year, but 
to shoot for a Strawberry Festival in 2023.

I had a pleasant conversation with Pearl 
Varner last week. Pearl lives on Haggerty 
Road in Van Buren Township, just down the 
road from me. She has been the volunteer 
leader of the Romulus Historical Society 
for more than 40 years. She said she grew 


up in Romulus where her heart is but has 
lived in VBT for many years. Pearl said the 
City of Romulus pays for the museum’s 
heat and lights and volunteers do the rest. 
The Romulus museum is located near the 
post office in the city’s former one-room 
school, which is in the downtown historical 
park that is always open. The museum is 
open on Sundays from 1 to 4 p.m. when 
a volunteer is there 
(usually Pearl) to talk to 
people. 
She agreed that 
volunteers often don’t 


want to commit to 
certain times and 
younger people are 


busy with their families. 
She recalls bringing her kids with her to the 
museum when she was working on things. 

Romulus has several historical buildings 
plus a 1949 CSX caboose that have been 
preserved by volunteers, along with a 
1923 Monitor Windmill Model C, which 
originally stood on a farm in Sumpter. In 
1970, Tutt Mach moved the windmill to 
his home in Romulus. He donated it to the 
Romulus Historical Society in 1986 and it 
was restored by volunteers. 

All this is to say that Romulus is preserving 
its history with volunteer effort. Our 
Belleville Area Museum has been closed for 
about two years and it had a paid director, 
plus lots of enthusiastic volunteers. People 
are hungry for their museum to reopen.

COVID-19 deaths

positive tests up to 8,464 


The number of people who have died 
from COVID-19 in the 48111 zip code 
crept up from 108 last week to 109 as of 
Monday, Jan. 31, according to figures from 
the Wayne County Health Department. 

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 48111 
totaled 8,464 on Monday, Jan. 31, up from 
7,984 on Saturday, Jan. 22. 

On Monday, Jan. 31, the separate totals 
released by the Wayne County Health 
Department for the tri-community were: 
Van Buren Township, 5,772 positive cases, 
74 deaths; City of Belleville, 993 positive 
cases, 10 deaths; and Sumpter Township 
1,699 positive cases, 25 deaths. 

The Van Buren Public Schools had 75 
positive cases on the week the district came 
back from winter break, Jan. 4-7, and 75 
cases Jan. 10-14. From Jan. 18 to 21, there 
were 30 cases and from Jan. 24 to 28, 35 
cases. On Monday, Jan. 31, 11 cases were 
posted. This makes a total of 512 positive 
cases posted since the beginning of the 
school year. 

Editor's Note: On its Jan. 27 report, 
Wayne County reduced the number of 
COVID deaths in the City of Belleville 
from 22 to 10. There was no explanation. 
The death count of 22 had been reported 
since Dec. 25. Since Jan. 27, it's been 10.

The Owen upgrades will start April 4, right after 
spring break, and most will be done by the end 
of August. They found a way to work in phases 
and most of the construction work will be done in 
off-school hours. 

The work will be voted on at an upcoming 
meeting. Recommended is Granger Construction 
and 11 subcontractors. 

The board also discussed details of the upgrades 
to the Belleville High School football field, track, 
and tennis courts, for a total of $878,415.17 to 
come out of the general fund. 

Supt. Kudlak said they had to extend the bid 
for electrical to make it $920,000. He said they 
need new electrical for the football field and 
need relocation of the electrical from the place 


that gets wet. He said there was interference with 
head sets and so they had to run a line above 
ground to the field. 

The football turf will be replaced with premier, 
top-of-the-grade turf at a cost of $413,152, and it 
will be in blocks of dark green and lighter green, 
like Livonia has. A tiger head will be in the 
middle of the field and paws on the 25-yard lines. 
An alternate for $20,000 goal posts was included. 

Kakoczki said that they tried to get the tennis 
courts done last summer but could get no bids so 
they packaged it with the stadium. The cracks 
will be filled in the tennis courts and it will be 
resurfaced for a total of $68,000. 

The track will be resurfaced at a cost of 
$112,700.

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Bowman: McNamara suggests committee to discuss museum

At the end of the regular meeting of 
the Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
on Jan. 25, Supervisor Tim Bowman said 
he had talked to Van Buren Township 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara about the 
Belleville Area Museum that has been 
closed for almost two years. 

Supervisor Bowman said Supervisor 
McNamara suggested forming a committee 
of the three leaders in the tri-community 
- Supervisors Bowman and McNamara 
and Belleville Mayor Kerreen Conley — to 
discuss the future of the museum. 

Trustee/Deputy Supervisor Tim Rush 
said McNamara told him that the $10,000 
annual donations each from Sumpter and 
Belleville to Van Buren Township would 
be suspended until the museum is open. 

During public comment earlier in the 
meeting, resident Mary Ban spoke at length 
about the importance of the museum and 
the shared history of the tri-community. 
She pulled a Rosie the Riveter poster out 
of her bag and held it up as she spoke of the 
local women who worked at Willow Run 
to help win World War II. She spoke of 
historic articles at the Yankee Air Museum. 

“I want to see that museum open as soon 
as possible," Ban said, adding she hadn't 
been there in almost two years, since it was 
closed by Van Buren Township that owns 
the museum building. 

"Sumpter Township is part of the 
community," she said, adding she doesn't 
want to struggle to set up a Sumpter 
museum, but to reopen the museum that 
carries treasures from the whole tri- 
community. 

She said she left a message for Supervisor 
McNamara on the issue. 

She said a copy of the book detailing the 
history of Sumpter Township from 1840 
to 1910 was given to her by the author, 
Jeanne Hartwick, and it is a treasure. She 
said once the museum reopens, people can 
buy a copy of it there because it has been 
reprinted. 

She also recommended “The Story of 
Willow Run" by Marian Wilson, which is 
available at the Yankee Air Museum, and 
the "Rosie the Riveter Cookbook," only 
available at the museum. 

"[ pray they will put the museum in 
operation, SOON!” she said. “It carries rich, 
rich history from all three communities," 
she concluded and the audience applauded 
her remarks. 

Resident Sharon Pokerwinski said she 
met with Van Buren Township Treasurer 
Sharry Budd and Treasurer Budd said the 
museum will be open soon. 

Pokerwinski said if Sumpter Township 
wants a museum of its own, that's OK, but 
they should reopen the tri-community's 
museum. 

Resident Mary Sherwood agreed the 
book on the history of Sumpter Township 
by Jeannne Hartwick is so good and 
so interesting. Deputy Clerk Anthony 
Burdick said there is a copy of that book 


at the media center across the street from 
township hall. 

In other business at the hour-long 
meeting, the board: 

* Tabled for two weeks a proposal to post, 
publish and hire someone as payroll and 
human resources clerk effective Jan. 26. 
Trustee Matthew Oddy said the township 
should move forward instead with the 
accounting clerk position already approved 


last October. Trustee Don LaPorte said 
he would like Clerk Esther Hurst to be 
present at the meeting when they consider 
the hiring. Clerk Hurst and Trustee Peggy 
Morgan were absent and excused from that 
night's meeting; 

* Approved the supervisor's appointments 
of Paul Armstrong as Board of Review 
member with a term to expire Jan. 1, 2024 
and of Sandi Armstrong as a Board of 


Review member with a term to expire Jan. 
1, 2025; and 

* Approved raising compensation of 
the Board of Review members to a flat 
rate compensation of $50 per member/ 
per session for up to three hours and $75 
per member/per session for three hours or 
more.

the accomplishment,” he said. 

The Belleville High School athletic 
program has also experienced added 
national recognition as its quarterback 
Bryce Underwood was named MaxPreps 
National Freshman Player of the Year, the 
first Michigan player to earn the honor. 

Underwood threw for 2,888 yards and 39 
touchdowns this past season.
